tnMt mire-fire. They're bagging 
an average of one and one-half 
birds per hunter during the cur- 
rent pheasant Mason.

THE 2,300-ACBE preserve lo- 


cated 10 miles south of Dixon is 
doing a good business these days 
under the guidance of the experts 
from the Conservation department.

The preserve is accommodating 
about 115-125 hunters a day on the 
14 hunting areas. Hunters apply to 
the Conservation department and 
ar« assigned days to appear. Not 
all -who desire to hunt are accom- 
modated, ""but 
nevertheless

drawings give many huntsmen a 
taste of good pheasant.

GREEN RIVER is one of 13 


refuges maintained by the state. 
There are eight waterfowl areas 
and five pheasant areas. Most of 
them are in Central and Northern 
Illinois. 


Green River was purchased by 


the state in the forties. Most of 
the land is substandard for agricul- 
ture, but there is a certain amount 
of natural water and the Conserva- 
tion department has planted 20,000 
Jack pines to increase the game 
cover. Today it presents an attrac- 
tive sight to hunters and an excel- 
lent refuge for game. 
* • • 


SURPRISINGLY E N O U G H , 


every type of game which is 
natural to this area can be found 
there. They include deer, mink, 
fox, coyotes, prairie chickens, 
quail, rabbits and 
pheasant*. 


Shooting is restricted to rabbits 
and pheasants. Five rabbit* and 
two pheasants is the bag limit. 
About 80 per cent of the pheas- 


ants released for the hunters are 
raised at the game farm at York- 
. ville and the Balance purchased 


from other hatcheries. Each bird 
is at least three months old. Their 
breed 
is Mongolian Ringnecks, 


first introduced to America from 
an Oriental strain of birds found 
in the state of Oregon about the 
latter part of the 19th century.

IF YOU'RE LUCKY in the 


drawings, you're sure to get a 
bargain. Most private shooting 
clubs charge you $12 for every 
two birds released. The Mate's 
charge is only $4. The cost of 
stocking 
the refuge for your 


pleasure is $3 a bird but the bal- 
ance is made up through your 
purchase ot a game license. 
Hunters from 
throughout the 


state avail themselves of the .area. 
'Last Saturday, for instance, hunt- 
ers were present from as far south 
as West Frankfort north to the 
Wisconsin border. Hunters from 
Rockford. Chicago, Galesburg, the 
Quad-Cities, Kewanee, Peoria and 
Aurora were checked in.

IT'S IMPORTANT to note that 


there is a refuge within the 
refuge. If a bird or wild animal 
in hep he can leg it for a never- 
never area on which no hunting 
is allowed. It ha* been deter- 
mined that in' this manner, the 
game population ran he partially 
maintained by natural means. 
• • • 


The Conservation department's 


hosts and hostesses at the refuge 
this year include State Biologist 
Philip Dickinson, Grand Detour, 
who has charge of 10 Northwest 
Illinois counties; Horace Hartman, 
Dixon, one of the area's "guides"; 
Jimmy Liston, Lee county conser- 
vation officer, and Mrs. Howard 
Rogers, of near Dixon, who serves 
lunches to the hungry hunters.

Kidnaper Asks 
To Be Forgiven 


Letter to Greenlease • Denies 
Knowledge of Lost Ransom 


KANSAS CITY UP)—Carl Austin Hall has written mil- 


lionaire auto dealer Robert C. Greenlease asking forgiveness 
for the kidnap-slaying of Greenleas'e's 6-year-old son, Bobby. 
Greenlease, disclosing receipt of 


the letter today, said: 


"He begged forgiveness for his 


terrible crime, if such a thing as 
forgiveness is possible." 


Hall also assured Greenlease in 


the letter that he does not ki,ow 
the whereabouts 
of $300,000 in 


missing ransom money but reiter- 
ated that most of it was in his 
hotel room when he was arrested 
in St. Louis. He said in a confes- 
sion read at his trial last Tuesday 
he hhd made inventory of the 
money jusj before the arresting of- 
ficers arrived. 


FBI Knew Kidnaper 


The Detroit Times said in a 


copyright story from Kansas City 
today that the FBI knew Hall was 
Bobby's kidnaper the day after 
Bobby disappeared. 


The Times said that Hall, how- 


ever, could not be found and that 
authorities feared to arrest him in 
any event on the possibility Hall 
was a member of a gang and Bob- 
by's life would be endangered. 


At Washington the FBI refused 


to comment on the Times story. 


The Times said Hall's first ran- 


som note was intercepted and this 
led to his identification. 


Flown to Washington 


The note, the Times said, was 


mailed by Hall at a mail box at 
39th and Broadway in Kansas City 
"a few hours after the kidnaping 
and murder." 


The Times said the note was 


flown to Washington and that fin- 
gerprints on it checked with those 


of Hall from U. S. Marine records. 
Hall served with the Marines in 
World War n. 


Greenlease 
commented on""h'is 


letter from Hall. 


Greenlease said he believes Hall, 


who is awaiting death in the Mis- 
souri gas chamber in Jefferson 
City Dec. 18 along with Mrs. Bon- 
nie Brown Heady, his confessed 
accomplice in the crime, is telling 
the truth. 


No RcaHon to Lie 


"I no longer wonder if he buried 


it before his arrest," the aging 
automobile dealer 
said 
of the 


missing money—half the record 
ransom paid for Bobby's release 
long after the youngster had been 
slain. 


"With certain execution facing 


him, 
he has no reason to lie," 


Greenlease added, "His statement 
has the ring of truth."

stumped in the vicious slaying of the 9-year-old daughter of an Ameri- 
can colonel. 


However, they suggested the kill- 


er may have been someone she 
knew and trusted. 


The killing left a haze of fear 


over this huge U.S. army housing 
area, which usually rang with the 
shouts and laughter of playing chil- 
dren.

Philadelphia Police Round 
Up l^OOO in Crackdown 


PHILADELPHIA WV-Determined Philadelphia police—deluged with 


complaints of rowdyism by youthful mobs in recent weeks—drove ahead 
with a crackdown on teen-age gangs today aflcr rounding up more 
lhan 1,000 youngsters over the weekend. 


Capt. Howard E. Leary of Ihe 


Juvenile Aid Bureau and Police 
Commissioner'Thomas J. Gibbons 
said the police will 'harass and 
haunt these gangs until they make 
up their mind to aettle down, be 
good citizens and atop bothering 
others." . 


The comment* came In the wake 


of 
the 
unprecedented 
weekend 


roundup which saw 625 youngsters 
taken into custody from one police 
division in the northern section of 
the city while raiding squads In 
other parts of Philadelphia brought 
in more than 400 boys and girls. 


Gibbons said Increasing com- 


plaints of beatings, holdups, and 
robberies by young toughs "who 
hang around sleazy 
poolrooms, 


laproomi and all-night diner* In- 
•tead of •Uyinc at borne tad doing 


something constructive" prompted 
the crackdown. 


Even &i the raid was going on, 


Gibbons disclosed, four 
youths 


mugged a 45-year-old woman, held 
her prisoner and criminally as- 
saulted her. Found walking bare- 
foot on a deadend street three 
hours later, she was admitted to 
the Einstein Medical Center suf- 
fernig from shock and bruises. 
Gibbons withheld her name. 


Leary said 250 youths "whose 


acts were not in good taste" were 
processed by his unit and then re- 
leased in their parents custody. 
Most of the others also were re- 
leased in their parents' custody, 
he said, after a stern warning 
to etop Msembling in gang*.

NEW YORK (ft— Movie attend- 


ance is on a gentle upgrade but 
the small theater owner claims 
he's being left out because he 
Isn't getting enough pictures from 
Hollywood. 


Operators of neighborhood and 


(mall city theaters say1 an esti- 
mated gain of four to five million 
tn weekly ticket sales since the 
first of the year is due largely to 
long runs by a few super colossal 
features in metropolitan picture 
palaces. 


With Hollywood's output down 


more than one-fourth in the past 
two years, the little fellow who 
changes program two or three 
times a week says he can't com- 
pensate by longer runs—that three 
or four days is the limit for his 
house no matter how good the pic- 
ture. 


Ignore B Picture* 


On the other side of the argu- 


ment are the film makers who 
contend that since television, peo- 
ple simply ignore anything but top 
flight pictures. The answer to TV, 
they argue, is fewer and better 
features. 


The extent of the reduction in 


Hollywood's output is shown in the 
number of films submitted to the 
Motion Picture Assn. of America 
tor production code seals of ap- 
proval. Totals for the past five 
years follow: 419 in 1949; 429 in 
1951; 
36S in 1952, and 274 the first 


10 months of 1953. 


Wilbur Snaper, president of the 


Allied S t a t e s Assn. 
composed 


mostly of smaller theaters, says 
the decreased Hollywood output 
isn't the sole reason for the short 
age. With the big new features 
running longer in the first run 
houses, he says, it's longer before 
the second and third run houses 
get them.

"It may necessitate some new 


system of releasing," he adds. 


The shortage complaint extends 


all the way to the nation's biggest 
theater chain, that operated by 
American Broadcasting-Paramount 
Theaters, Inc. Leonard Goldenson 
president, says the shortage, in 
turn, "has led to theaters paying 
eharply increased film rentals."

Truman Has Left Questiong 
Unanswered in White Case 


One can't help feel that former President Truman has 


hot made his final presentation for the record m the Harry 
Dexter White case.

For one thing, in his speech of explanation the other 


night, which partook of the old "whistle-stop" flavor m its 
mow vehement passages, he said a good many things about 
his handling of the case. Since then Attorney General Brown- 
ell and FBI Chief J. Edgar Hoover have contradicted him on 
major points.

But Brownell and Hoover were speaking under oath be- 


fore a senate committee and Mr. Truman was merely making 
a radio-TV appearance. It is a pity that he cannot find some 
way to place his statement on the same plane. Perhaps he 
could volunteer a deposition—a sworn statement—for sub- 
- mission to the senate, or at the least for general public cir- 
dilation.

If he should decide to do this, he might well enlarge and 


clarify his responses on certain parts of the story. These 
are some of the questions that seem left unanswered by his 
own and others'statements: 


1. Did Mr. Truman himself ever actually read the first 


FBI report, delivered to him on Dec. 4, 1945? He does not 
gay h« did, and implied in his speech either that he did not, 
or did not remember anything in it. 
2. When, exactly, did he read the second FBI report, 


delivered to the White House on Feb. 4, 1946? He says he 
"first learned" of the charges against White "early in Feb- 
ruary." Did he. read the report promptly, or wait a day 


3. If he did read it shortly after receipt, why did he 


not take the quick, precautionary step by telling senate lead- 
ers to hold up White's confirmation to a new government 
post? That would have given him time to study the problem 
leisurely and thoroughly. 
4. Why did Mr. Truman imply so strongly that the late 


Justice Vinson, then Secretary of the Treasury, had sup- 
ported his decision to retain White?

Mr. Truman waxed indignant that Brownell seemed to 


be indirectly assailing a dead man. But if Hoover's state- 
ment was accurate, then Mr. Truman did Vinson no service. 
For Hoover said Vinson wanted to fire White as soon as he 
learned the gravity of the charges against him. 


5. Why, if the plan to keep White on the job was con- 


sistent with security, did the former president appear to take 
no precautions whatsoever to stop the flow of vital informa 
tion through the hands of White and other suspects? 


6. Hoover said Mr. Truman wanted White surrounded 


by safe people. Why, then, did he not interpose objection 
when two prime suspects were named to the International 
Monetary fund where White was operating?

The Doctor Says: 
Emphysema Is a Condition 
Which May Be Dangerous 


r 


By EDWIN P JORDON. 


A cuuous and distiessing condi- 


,ion is described by a correspond- 
ent who writes: "Two years ago 
I had emphysema caused by treat- 
ment in the nose. I was so swollen 
my eyes closed and my face, neck 
and chest were blown up like a 
balloon. 


"It lasted for three weeks be- 


fore I even looked like a human 
being. Are there likely to be any 
after-effects, 
and what can be 


donp about it?" 


This unpleasant experience de- 


scribes a condition in which air 
accumulates in the cracks between 
the tissues. One would expect that 
usually in a case like this there 
would "not be any after-effects and 
consequently no special treatment 
needed. 


A more important and common 


variety 
of emphysema 
is that 


which occurs in the lungs. This is 
basically a loss of the elasticity 
the tissues of the lung, which 
means that all the air is not emp- 
tied out when a person exhales. 
In advance stages of emphysema 
of the lung a person may not get 
enough air fiom breathing and 
shortness of bieath may become 
extremely troublesome. 


Emphysema of the lungs is rath- 


er common. Judging from some 
studies made after death, about 
one person in 20 has this condition, 
although apparently not nearly that 
many show symptoms. 


There aie many conditions which 


can lead to this loss of elasticity 
and dilation of the breathing cells. 
Any chronic infection of the lungs, 
chronic asthma, or a serious chest 
deformity can bring on emphyse- 
ma comparatively early in life, al- 
though there is perhaps a tendency 
in all of us to have less elasticity 
in the lung tissue as we grow old- 
er.

treatment is to correct or try to 
prevent infections or alleigy which 
are making the condition worse. 
Acute respiiatory infections should 
be treated promptly with bed rest 
and often with penicillin or one of 
its relatives. 


Drugs can be used to help im- 


prove the ventilation of the lungs, 
and many patients with chrome 
emphysema are enormously help- 
ed if they can spend the colder 
months in a mild climate. Emphy- 
sema is serious and may lead to 
other 
complications and should 


have appropriate attention.

Twenty-eight printers, members 


of the AFL International Typo- 
graphical Union, have been on 
strike at the newspaper since Jan. 
12. 1952, but the paper has contin- 
ued to publish. 


Police said the explosion Friday 


night was caused by either black 
powder or a stick of dynamite 
placed in an empty fuel oil tube 
at the rear of the newspaper build- 
ing. The tube formerly was used 
to transport fuel oil to an inside 
tank. 


The force of the explosion ripped 


out a section of nearby pipe and 
hurled part of it 150 feet through 
a plate glass window of a fish 
market. Eighteen windows in the 
News-Sun plant were shattered as 
well as several in an adjacent 
home. 


Detective Chief John Brake said 


a number of striking printers and 
Paul Perrington, president of ITU 
local 294, have been questioned and 
all have denied knowledge of the 
blast. 


The printers struck at the news- 


paper in support of demands for 
a contract. The ITU formerly bar- 
gained for News-Sun printers until

At the 
same time, Poleri told a reporter 
he would take up the matter with 
the American Guild of Musical 
Artists. 


It b was in reply to the apology 


that' Rosenstock wrote he was

-MUNICH, Germany — Wl —This 
Bavarian city, a chief center of 
anti-Semitism in the Hitler era, to- 
day is an unwilling haven for hun- 
dreds of Jews. 


In little moie than a year, al- 


most a thousand East European 
Jews have come here from Isreal 
—dissatisfied with life in what they 
once regarded as the Promised 
Land. 


They hope Munich is only a tem- 


porary stopover on the way to 
North or South America. 


The refugees, most of them Po- 


lish-born, say they were unable to 
fit in with Israel's present-day 
"pioneer conditions" and couldn't 
fiiid jobs in Israel or adapt them- 
selves to the climate. 


They came to Munich because 


the one remaining camp for dis- 
placed Jews in Germany is at near- 
by Foenrenwald. 
Almost all of 


them entered Germany illegally.
